COAST GUARD DISPATCHED 
The search for the pilot started 
at 2:20 p. m. yesterday when a dis­ 
tress signal was picked up from the 
plane by the Coast Guard Air sta­ 
tion at South San Francisco. Im­ 
mediately, three Coast Guard res­ 
cue boats were dispatched to the 
area to conduct a rescue search.

Twelve men were dispatched by 
Marin Sheriff Walter B. Sellmer 
last‘night to cover the area from 
Duxbury Point at Bolin&s to Ten­ 
nessee Cove. Sellmer said today he 
will make a personal inspection of 
the area.

ered between 300 and 700 feet, a 
helicopter from Crissy Field in the 
Presidio of San Francisco flew low 
along the rocky shore to intensify 
the search.

Peace Talk Ends 


TOKYO (Friday) (AP) — The com­ 
munist radio in Peiping said early 
today Korean armistice talks were 
suspended because “the Americans 
have arbitrarily sent in 20 newsmen 
in addition to the regular delega­ 
tion.” 
It questioned American sincerity. 
It did not mention that armed 
red guards turned back the press 
party. 
The broadcast, heard in Tokyo by 
the Japanese Kyodo News Agency, 
quoted a Chinese correspondent of 
the red New China News Agency. 
He was portrayed as having gotten 
his information by interviewing red 
cease-fire delegates in Pyongyang, 
the Korean red capital. 
(Without 
directly saying so, the reds thus im­ 
plied that they had no correspond­ 
ents at Kaesong; the scene of the 
armistice talks.) 
Red delegates were quoted as say­ 
ing: 
“Without waiting for our formal 
reply (on the correspondent ques­ 
tion) the UN. representatives have 
arbitrarily sent in 20 newsmen in 
addition to the regular delegation. 
“We objected to the presence erf 
newsmen and not the regular dele­ 
gation. Therefore, we can only con­ 
clude that it is doubtful whether the 


Americans have sincerity in the 
peace talks.” 
The radio said, “As of 3 pxn., July 
12 there was no indication UN. rep­ 
resentatives at the peace talks would 
continue the negotiations. 
“For this reason the New Chin» 
News Agency correspondent ap­ 
proached the North Korean and 
Chinese volunteer forces represen­ 
tatives and learned what broughi 
this stalemate.” 
The reply referred to presumably 
was the communist answer to the 
repeated requests of Vice Adm. C. 
Turner Joy, senior U.N. delegate, 
that allied newsmen be allowed in 
Kaesong. 
The communists made no mention 
of Joy's message yesterday to Gen­ 
eral* Nam II, chief red representa­ 
tive, saying he was prepared to re­ 
sume negotiations when "personnel 
of my choosing, including such press 
representatives I consider necessary, 
will be cleared to the conference 
site.” 
Meanwhile at Munsan, Joy or* 
dered the entire 17-vehiale convoy 
to turn back from the red check 
point where the newsmen were halt­ 
ed.

A protest that Corte Madera had 
assessed property more than 25 per 
cant over county assessment values 
was disapproved by the city council, 
sitting as a board of equalization, 
last night on the basis that a com­ 
parison of the two values is not a 
valid objection. 
The protest was presented by An­ 
drew J. Camous, 247 Chapman drive, 
who explained the city had valued 
his property at $4,355 while the 
county appraised its value at only 
$2,850. 
“I can’t see the reason for the 
$1,505 difference,” he remarked. 
City Assessor George Menke ar­ 
gued the difference resulted when 
Corte Madera increased the 1940 
assessment values by 68 per cent to 
place them on a present day value. 
And, he went on to say, the county 
is still working on 1940 values. 
Menke supported the city's move 
to increase values by declaring a 60 
percent increase was suggested by 
the State Board of Equalization. 
“Building costs have, gone up 142 
per cent in the last ten years,” he 
contended, repeating, 
“but we’ve 
only gone up 68 per cent.” 
He explained further in assessing 
property the city has placed a value 
of $3.75 per square foot on homes 
built during the last six years and 
$1.75 for garages. 
The discussion was c l o s e d as 
Mayor Bruce Goeci^r told Camous, 
“If we used the same appraisals as

He was portrayed as having gotten 
his information by interviewing red 
cease-fire delegates in Pyongyang, 
the Korean red capital. 
(Without 
directly saying so, the reds thus im­ 
plied that they had no correspond­ 
ents at Kaesong; the scene of the 
armistice talks.) 
Red delegates were quoted as say­ 
ing: 
“Without waiting for our formal 
reply (on the correspondent ques­ 
tion) the U.N. representative* have 
arbitrarily sent in 20 newsmen in 
addition to the regular delegation. 
“We objected to the presence of 
newsmen and not the regular dele­ 
gation. Therefore, we can only con­ 
clude that it is doubtful whether the

“Marin is an outstanding example 
of a county that has reasonable, 
sensible, and practical law enforce­ 
ment/* Lynch stated. 
Warning, however, of the need 
for fuller cooperation between dis­ 
trict attomies and the police in 
California, Lynch admonished: 
“In the past year we have had 
the lesson taught that law enforce­ 
ment is not a local problem any 
nore, We must recognize the fact 
that the setting up of a criminal 
enterprise in one county sooner or 
later will have an effect in an­ 
other/* 
The San 
Francisco 
prosecutor 
then dwntowd the revelation* of

there Is any possibility of working 
out an arangement at this late date. 


•NEW ELEMENT* 
The most hopeful thing about his 
mission, it was said, is the fact 
that he will be what diplomatic 
authorities call a “new element** in 
the situation. A fresh viewpoint, a 
different personality, a man with 
Harriman’s prestige and special re­ 
lationship to the President may per­ 
haps turn up an approach which no 
one else could have opened. That

In the meantime it was learned 
from wholly reliable sources that 
Henry P. Grady, U. 8. ambassador 
to Iran, is retiring and will be suc­ 
ceeded in six or eight weeks by Am­ 
bassador Loy Henderson, present en­ 
voy to India.

LEGAL CONTROL 
Flickering hope for a settlement 
of the Iranian oil dispute was dim­ 
med further July 5 when Mossadegh 
turned down the findings of the 
International Court of Justice.

continuing company operation of the 
big Iranian oil installations while 
new efforts were being made to 
negotiate on the questions of own­ 
ership and legal control.

Two mangled bodies were brought 
out about three hours after the 
blast. 
Maj. Wilber said it may take 
houra to recover some of the other 
bodies, buried beneath tons of con­ 
crete. 
Maj. Wilber said the names of 
the dead would be released as soon 
as he was assured the families had 
been notified. All were civilian em­ 
ployees. Eight men were known to 
have been working in the building. 
The major attributed the explo­ 
sion to gas vapor but he couldnN 
say what set off the blast. 
“There was positively no sabot­ 
age,” he said. 
He added that a leak had been 
reported in a gas line and its source 
was being sought shortly before the 
explosion. 
Maj. Wilber said he could give 
no estimate of the damage. 
The outside walla of the small 
building in which the explosion oc­ 
curred appeared to be intact, but 
the interior was wrecked. 
Two big tanks partially filled with 
propane gas are located about 50 
feet from the building. 
Officials 
said It was remarkable they failed 
to explode and if they had let go 
the damage would have been devas­ 
tating. 
The explosion was in a jet engine 
testing ceil for the General Motor*’ 
Allison division. 
* 
The division is working on a big 
contract from the Air Force for 
engines for Thunder jets. 
The explosion occurred about 4 
a. m., (EST) and was heard for 
several miles. 
The plant Is being operated un­ 
der Army control. Plant employees 
said they were instructed to give 
out' no information about the ex­ 
plosion. 
A detachment of military police 
was sent to the plant; which sprawls 
over several acres five miles west 
of Indianapolis near the Indian­ 
apolis motor speedway.

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Harriman Will Be 
New Iran ‘Element 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON 
W. Avereil 
Harriman will leave for Iran in a 
day or so to see whether there is 
any possibility of salvaging an An- 
glo-Iranian settlement out of a situ- 
tion which most officials here re­ 
gard as little short of desperate. 
The White House announced late 
yesterday that President Truman’s 
diplomatic trouble shooter would 
leave within 48 hours; Iranian Pre­ 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh had ac­ 
cepted Truman’s offer to send Har­ 
riman out to discuss the dispute 
over oil nationalization. 
Highly placed officials said Har­ 
riman will carry no instructions that 
would serve as a magic key to end 
the impasse and restore harmonious 
Iranian-British relations. 
Instead, 
they said, Harrimaji’s initial task 
will be to try to determine whether 
there Is any possibility of working 
out an arangement at this late date. 
«NEW ELEMENT* 
The most hopeful thing about his 
mission, it was said, is the fact 
that he will be what diplomatic 
authorities call a “new element” in 
the situation. A fresh viewpoint, a 
different personality, a man with 
Harriman’s prestige and special re­ 
lationship to the President may per­ 
haps turn up an approach which no 
one else could have opened. That 
at least is official Washington’s 
hope. 
In the meantime it was learned 
from wholly reliable sources that 
Henry F. Grady, U. S. ambassador 
to Iran, is retiring and will be suc­ 
ceeded in six or eight weeks by Am­ 
bassador Loy Henderson, present en­ 
voy to India. Henderson is consid­ 
ered to be one of the nation’s best 
qualified career diplomats for Mid­ 
dle Eastern service. 
LEGAL CONTROL 
Flickering hope for a settlement 
of the Iranian oil dispute was dim­ 
med further July 5 when Mossadegh 
turned down the findings of the 
International Court of Justice. The 
court proposed freezing the British 
oil company’s bank accounts but 
continuing company operation of the 
big Iranian oil installations while 
new efforts were being made to 
negotiate on the questions of own­ 
ership and legal control. 
Iran contended the court had no 
jurisdiction over a dispute between 
a sovereign state and an industrial 
firm. Britain started the court ac­ 
tion. She claimed to be a party to 
the dispute because the British gov­ 
ernment owns a majority interest 
in the company. 
Although Mossadegh turned down 
the court’s opinion, it was hoped 
here that some of the idep put 
forth by the court might be employ­ 
ed in attempts to work out a set­ 
tlement. 
Actually however, in responsible 


ment there is considerably more 
pessimism than hope.. The dispute, 
which Russia has helped to aggra­ 
vate when possible through the 
Communistic Tudeh 
party inside 
Iran, is regarded here as havipg 
aroused bitterly nationalistic feel­ 
ings in both Iran and Britain, 
SPINY PROBLEM 
This poses a spiny problem, for the 
U. 8. in its middle-man role. 
If 
the row should reach 
the 
point 
where oil production stopped and 
economic ruin threatened to throw 
the Iranians into the lap of Com­ 
munism, the U. S. might have to 
decide whether to try to man and 
run the oil fields denied to Britain. 
It would be a decision of the ut­ 
most gravity pince positiva action 
would probably arouse in Britain 
anti-American feelings without pre­ 
cedent in modern times. 
While Hairiman’s assignment will 
have the effect of transferring Am­ 
erican representation in connection 
with the oil dispute from the hands 
of Ambassador Grady.

Builders in commercial areas will 
have to make a special application 
to the city planning commission if 
they plan to use more than 50 
square feet of signs, another pro­ 
vision lifted from the San Rafael 
toning law. 
A provision affecting residential 
growth will be the new requirement 
for multiple-dwelling areas where 
there must be at least 1,000 square 
feet of land for each dwelling unit. 
This if a complete switchover from 
the old zoning stautes, which set 
no minimum requirements at all. 
Rear yards will now be manda­ 
tory for houses in residential areas. 
For side yards, the law raises the 
requirement from four to five feet, 
but allows for one foot overhang, 
where none was allowed before. 
Tuesday night’s action by the 
council also combines building site 
area regulations concerning mini­ 
mum square footage for residential 
lots.Though a builder must still pro­ 
vide at least 5,000 square feet, the 
law permits some areas to use other 
mínimums, such as 7,500 feet or 
half-acre parcels.

“If any unworkable controls bill 
is made law labor will not support 
wage controls,” Carey said. 
The session was in the nature of 
a strategy meeting on how to save 
the administration’s wage-price con­ 
trols from threatened total defeat. 
Also sitting in was defense mobil- 
izer Charles E. Wilson. 
Green, Carey, Wilson and T. V. 
Anderson, chairman of the Railway 
Union Executives Association, all 
pleaded for a strong controls pro­ 
gram.

Here’s a question frequently asked by people inspect- 
present-day mechanical refrigerators:

Belvedere Couple Charges 
Poor Work On New Dwelling 


A Belvedere couple filed suit in 
Marin superior court Monday claim­ 
ing the contractors and architects 
who built their house were negligent, 
careless, and unworkmanlike. 
The suit was filed by Dr. and Mrs. 
George Watson and claims their 
house at 135 Belvedere avene leaks 
badly during each rainstorm, among 
other complaints. 
Named as defendants are Ward 
and Bolles, architects, the contract­ 
ing firm of Plant Brothers, Inc., and 
J. Francis Ward and John Bolles as 
individuals. . 
Plant Brothers, the suit alleges, 
"failed to comply with the terms and 
conditions" of their oontract and 
performed their work "in a careless 
and unworkmanlike manner." 
The complaint lists 22 instances 
where the contractors allegedly fail­ 
ed to follow the plans. 
The architects are accused of neg­ 
lecting to exercise their skill and 
ability and failing to oversee work 
done by the contractor. Each de­ 
fendant is sued for $10310. 
JOhn Bolles, of the architect firm 
in San Francisco and a Ross resi­ 
dent, said today he was "amazed" 
at the filing of the claim. He said 
he assumed some of the complaints 
were based on the check list of cor­ 


rections the architects prepared for 
the contractors. 


T. G. Plant, of the contracting 
firm, said the charges in the suit 
were "unfounded" and said Watson 
had ^ never made tyial payment on 
the house. 


Barker Asks Court

Few Retail Prices Down 
As Some Wholesale Drops 


|ty the Associated Freos 
Wholesale food prices continued 
their gentle, months-long decline 
this week. But In the retail stores, 
again as in the past several weeks, 
there were few If any general re­ 
ductions except on seasonally- 
abundant fresh fruits and vegeta­ 
bles.Changes in red meat prices were 
almost entirely confined to tem­ 
porary advertised specials designed 
to attract customers, and these fol­ 
lowed no general pattern. 
Price movements In pork, lamb, 
eggs, butter were small and irregu­ 


lar, and reflected only local condi­ 
tions. 
In the produce departments, sev­ 
eral vegetables were reported in the 
rockbottom price class at most 
places. These were headed by cab­ 
bage, fresh corn, snap beans and 
squash. ‘Tf they go much lower 
the fanners won’t bother bringing 
them to market,” an agriculture de­ 
partment reported said. 
Plentiful new arrivals of topped 
carrots, celery, peppers, potatoes, 
onions and tomatoes hinted lower 
prices for those items by the week­ 
end. Higher prices were expected 


Thousands Homeless, 5 
Dead In Kansas Flood 
TOPEKA OF)—High waters swirl- ure them all wiped out, and you've 
ed over Kansas today in the state’s 
most disastrous flood, leaving at 
least five persons dead and thou­ 
sands* homeless. 
Five, and possibly eight persons, 
were missing. 
Swollen rivers surged far beyond 
their banks Into scores of communi­ 
ties.The waters swept many areas in 
eastern and central Kansas that 
have been flooded and reflooded 
during the last two months of heavy 
rains. 
The Army engineers office at 
Kansas City estimated damages at 
$«5,000,000 from the present and re­ 
cent floods along the Kansas and 
its tributaries. 
Trains were stranded. Motorists 
were marooned. Hie National Guard, 
the Air Force, Marines, Coast Guard 
and Red Cross all joined volun­ 
teers in aiding evacuees and patrol- 
ing dikes. 
Boats were flown to some flooded 
areas and dropped by parachute. 
The majority of 10,000 residents of 
north Topeka, across the river from 
this state capital, evacuated the 
area.Breaks in dikes sent flood waters 
of the Kansas River pouring into 
north Topeka early today. Water 
stood knee-high in the business dis­ 
trict and deeper in some areas close 
to the river. 
The river—the state’s greatest—is 
expected to reach its highest level 
in history of 33 feet at Topeka to­ 
night. North Topeka merchants 
sandbagged stores and carried stocks 
to second floors before fleeing. 
Flooding already has inundated 
large sections of many towns. Ot­ 
tawa, Council Grove, Manhattan, 
Marion, Strong City and Florence 
are among the hardest hit. 
This was the picture in just one 
small town—Marlon: 
Muddy waters 16 feet deep flow­ 
ed over 15 blocks of main street. The 
town’s water supply was cut off. 
Windows in virtually every build­ 
ing in the business district were 
shattered. 
Cows and pigs floated down the 
streets, occasionally bumping against 
boats, merchandise and tree limbs. 
The Marion county sheriff Jim 
Kline said the damage was “tremen­ 
dous,” then added : 
“Figure the number of stores and 
houses in a town of 2,300 and fig- 


got it.” 
In addition to damages suffered 
by towns, farmers have lost millions 
of* dollars in crops and the use of 
rich bottomland for the remainder 
of the growing season. The wet 
weather has bogged down the wheat 
harvest. 
Deaths occurred at Ellsworth, Em­ 
poria and Manhattan. 
A car plunged into a flooded 
creek at Ellsworth, drowning three 
San Diego, Calif., tourists. They 
were Gerald V. Whipple, Mrs. F. W. 
Venckeleer and her daughter, Mae. 
At Emporia, E. V. Lindmood, a 
meat packinghouse employee 
drowned when his boat overturned 
as he was leaving work. Capt. Eu­ 
gene Duffy, Ft. Riley, Kas., died of 
a heart attack in a flooded area at 
Manhattan. 
Two men — Jack Hawthorne and 
Gus Howard—were reported missing 
after their boat capsized on a rescue 
mission near Strong City. At Junc­ 
tion City 12-year-old James Hard­ 
ing was reported missing. 
A car was swept downstream in 
the Verdisgris River near Toronto 
and witnesses said at least two per­ 
sons, and possibly five, were in it. 
Darkness interrupted a search for 
them last night. 
At Emporia, 130 miles southwest 
of Kansas City, six Santa Fe trains 
were stranded with more than 1,000 
passengers. Passenger trains and 
freights were halted in other sec­ 
tions also.

During the 
first two weeks of June there was no 
overall change, since increases for 
fish and eggs were offset by de­ 
clines for poultry, fruits and vege­ 
tables, fats and oils. 
Wholesale food prices this week 
were at the lowest general level of 
the year to date, Mcording to the 
Dun & Bradstreet rood index. At 
:6S2 it compared with $7 last week 
end $6.28 a,year ago. The year’s 
high so far was $7.31 on Feb. 20. 
The index represents the total cost 
at wholesale of one pound each of 
31 foods In general use. 


Swiss Promoting 
Air Raid Shelters 
BERNE (U.R) — Every house in 
Switzerland will have Its own air 
raid shelter, if the Swiss parliament 
approves a new government bill. 
The government proposes that the 
building of air raid shelters should 
be made compulsory for all house­ 
owners, public and private ones 
alike.

“The treaty is truly one of re­ 
conciliation,” said John Foster 
Dulles, the Republican leader who 
negotiated the treaty for the United 
States.

“They have, in the name of peace, 
imposed discriminations and hu­ 
miliations which have bred new 
war. Hie present treaty would 
avoid that great error.” 
Dulles made public the text of 
the Japanese treaty as the United 
States and Great Britain wrote it 
after consulting their allies. Enough 
other western powers have approvéd 
the treaty to make sure that the 
pact will be signed in San Fran­ 
cisco the first week in September. 
Dulles announced that the treaty 
will be followed quickly by two sep­ 
arate arrangements for mutual de­ 
fense in the Pacific: 
1. A Japanese-American agree­ 
ment that will allow the United 
States to station land, sea and air 
forces in Japan. 
2. A mutual security agreement 
among the ynited States, Australia, 
and New Zealand. This pact, mod­ 
eled after the Atlantic treaty, Is 


3. Territorial changes—Japan re­ 
nounces all claims to Formosa, the 
Kurile Islands and South Sakhalin 
(which Russia got at Yalta), the 
Caroline, Mariana and Marshall 
Islands (which the U. S. took over 
under a United Nations trustee­ 
ship), and the Bonin and Ryukyu 
Islands, including Okinawa (which 
the U. S. plans to keep under UN 
tr eeship). 
4. Reparations—Japan will pay 
none in cash or materials because, 
the Allies agreed, she can’t.

You might not 
have been so impatient iff you knew 
what was on her mind. Huge hos­ 
pital and doctors’ bills to pay out 
of her salary. Oh yes, she ha* health 
and hospital insurance, but it was 
her father who underwent the op­ 
eration. She soon will have to tell 
him what the doctors told her: “No 
chance of recovery.” 
Members of the Business and Pro­ 
fessional Women’s Club of Marin 
County know of these cases and try 
to help. And, too, they carry out the 
Good Neighbor1 policy assisting the 
unfortunate overseas.

These were headed by cab­ 
bage, fresh corn, snap beans and 
squash. 
“If they go much lower 
the fanners won’t bother bringing 
them to market,** an agriculture de­ 
partment reported said. 
Plentiful new arrivals of topped 
carrots, celery, 
peppers, potatoes, 
onions and tomatoes hinted lower 
prices for those items by the week­ 
end.

Thousands Homeless, 5 
Dead In Kansas Flood 


TOPEKA (AV-High waters swirl- ure them all wiped out, and you've 
ed over Kansas today in the state’s 
most disastrous flood, leaving at 
least five persons dead and thou­ 
sands homeless. 
Five, and possibly eight persons, 
were missing. 
Swollen rivers surged far beyond 
their banks into scores of communi­ 
ties. 
The waters swept many areas In 
eastern and central Kansas that 
have been flooded and reflooded 
during the last two months of heavy 
rains. 
The Army 
engineers 
office at 
Kansas City estimated damages at 
$85,000,000 from the present and re­ 
cent floods along the Kansas and 
its tributaries. 
«Trains were stranded. Motorists 
were marooned. The National Guard, 
the Air Force, Marines, Coast Guard 
and Red Cross all Joined volun­ 
teers in aiding evacuees and patrol- 
leg dikes. 
Boats were flown to some flooded 
areas and dropped by parachute. 
The majority of 10,000 residents of 
north Topeka, across the river from 
this state capital, evacuated the 


Breaks in dikes sent flood waters 
of the Kansas River pouring into 
north Topeka early today. Water 
stood knee-high In the business dis­ 
trict and deeper in some areas close 
to the river. 
The river—the state’s greatest—is 
expected to reach its highest level 
hi history of 33 feet at Topeka to­ 
night. 
North Topeka merchants 
sandbagged stores and carried stocks 
to second floors before fleeing. 
Flooding already has inundated 
large sections of many towns. Ot­ 
tawa, Council Grove, Manhattan, 
Marion, Strong City and Florence 
are among the hardest hit. 
This was the picture in just one 
small town—Marion: 
Muddy waters 16 feet deep flow­ 
ed over 15 blocks of main street. The 
town's water supply was cut off. 
Windows in virtually every build­ 
ing in the business district were 
shattered. 
Cows and pigs floated down the 
streets, occasionally bumping against 
boats, merchandise and tree limbs. 
The Marion county sheriff Jim 
Kline said the damage was “tremen­ 
dous," then added: 
“Figure the number of stores and 
houses in a town of 2,300 and fig-

The index represents the total cost 
at wholesale of one pound each of 
31 foods in general use. 


Swiss Promoting

Air Raid Shelters 
BERNE (U.R3 — Every house in 
Switzerland will have its own air 
raid shelter, if the Swiss parliament 
approves a new government bill. 
The government proposes that the 
building of air raid shelters should 
be made compulsory for all house­ 
owners, p u b l i c and private ones 
alike. All rural communities with 
more than 2,000 inhabitants must 
provide adequate air raid protection 
facilities. 
The government would extend a 
credit of 50,000,000 Swiss f r a n c s 
(about $11,700,000) to cover ten per­ 
cent of the building costs. The can­ 
tons and the communities another 
ten percent. 
The other eighty per cent must, 
according to the proposal, be borne 
by the houseowners. The latter in 
turn will be authorized to get the 
money back from any tenants over 
a period of ten years by increasing 
the rents.

Plans Revealed For Allied 
Peace Treaty With Japanese 


WASHINGTON (U.PJ—The United 
States announced today detailed 
Allied plans for a soft Japanese 
peace treaty. 
\ y : 
Japan gets full freedom, to re­ 
arm and build up its industries. 
Japan loses some island possessions, 
but otherwise goes almost unpun- 
ihed for the Pearl Harbor attack 
and all the savagery that followed 
“The treaty is truly one of re­ 
conciliation,” 
said 
John 
Foster 
Dulles, the Republican leader who 
negotiated the treaty for the United 
States. “Never in modem times 
have the victors in a great and 
bitter war applied this principle. 
“They have, in the name of peace, 
imposed discriminations and hu­ 
miliations which have bred new 
war. 
The present treaty would 
avoid that great error.” 
Dulles made public the text of 
the Japanese treaty as the United 
States and Great Britain wrote it 
after consulting their allies. Enough 
other western powers have approved 
the treaty to make sure that the 
pact will be signed in San Fran­ 
cisco the first week in September. 
Dulles announced that the treaty 
will be followed quickly by two sep­ 
arate arrangements for mutual de­ 
fense in the Pacific: 
1. A Japanese-American agree­ 
ment that will allow the United 
States to station land, sea and air 
forces in Japan. 
2. A mutual security agreement 
among the ynited States, Australia, 
and New Zealand. This pact, mod­ 
eled after the Atlantic treaty, is

SALT LAKE CITY (U.PJ—A sheep­ 
man, June King, was amply repaid 
for the loss of five sheep that had 
been missing for four years. The 
absentees turned up a g a i n with 
fleece so thick they could hardly 
waddle. 
The sheep, found by Albert Stew­ 
art, a hunter and trapper, were 
identified by ear tags and paint 
brands buried deep in the wool.

Economics gave King further reason 
to be happy. They reported that 
four years ago the average price of 
wool was about 39 cents a pound.

Women Given 
Shopping Tips 
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Experts Study Excess Smoking 
In Relation To Lung Cancer

Many experts feel that the great 
increase In lung cancer noted In the 
past 25 years must be accounted for 
by some feature of our modem life. 
For this reason they have put the 
finger on excess smoking as a pos­ 
sibility. A number of studies have 
been carried out along these lines to 
see if any such relationship can be 
established. 
One of the most recent studies 
included 649 men and 650 women 
with cancer of the lung. Of the men 
victims» only 0.3 per cent proved to 
be non - smokers, but among the 
women the percentale proved higher 
—31.7 per cent. 
‘ 
HEAVY SMOKERS 
The corresponding figures for a 
similar group not having cancer was 
4.2 per cent for men, and 53.0 per 
cent for women. A relatively high 
proportion of those having cancer 
of the lung were heavy smokers. 
Twenty-six per cent of the men and 
nearly 15 per cent of the women 
smoked 25 or more f Igarettes a day, 
while only 13.6 per cent of the men 
and none of the female non-cancer 
patients smoked as much. 
The figures show that cigarette 
smoking was more closely related to 
cancer of the lung than pipe smok­ 
ing. Ho relation between cancer and 
Inhaling the smoke was demon­ 
strated. 
Taken as a whole, the lung cancer 


patients had begun to smoke earlier 
and continued for a longer period 
than those who did not have cancer. 
Rather few lung cancer patients 
gave up smoking. 
It was deduced that in those over 
45 years of age the risk of develop­ 
ing cancer Increased in simple pro­ 
portion to the amount of smoking, 
and it may be fifty times as great 
among those who smoke 25 cigar­ 
ettes a day as among the non- 
smokers.

NO CONCLUSION 
However, it is not possible to reach 
a conclusion about tha simple time 
relationship between the increased 
consumption of tobscco and the in­ 
creased number of deaths attributed 
to cancer of the lung. Many argue 
that thii increase is, in any case, 
only apparent and due to the fact 
that present-day physicians are 
diagnosing cancer more often, while 
a few years ago it was often over­ 
looked because of the extreme dif­ 
ficulty of diagnosis. Also, more au­ 
topsies are being performed at the 
present time, thereby increasing the 
number of lung cancers discovered. 
Thus, without a greater marshall­ 
ing of facts, it cannot be said with 
any accuracy Just how much of a 
role, if any, tobacco plays as a cause 
of lung cancer.

M. R,: How does a woman know 
she is going through the meno­ 
pause? 
Answer: The menopause is usually 
characterized by some change in the 
menstruation, such as a decrease or 
irregularity, hot flushes, and ner­ 
vousness.

. WASHINGTON—You may know 
yourself how to buy onions, dried 
prunes, grapefruit or cabbage, and 
how to prepare and store them, 
but the Department of Agriculture 
figures there are a lot of other 
housewives who don’t 
The department’s Extension Serv­ 
ice consumer education specialists, 
wishing to helgf non-farm women 
with their shopping, have turned 
out a series oh small leaflets using 
the best of the nutritional and'mar- 
keting tips from their experts. 
Their “How to Choose and Use" 
leaflets are designed to educate the 
consumer in what are the best buys, 
what vegetables and fruits are most 
plentiful and which have the most 
nutritional value. In addition to 
helping the consumer, they figure 
their studies of consumer preference 
and demands will also be helpful to 
farmers in preparing their produce 
for the market. 
Ralph Fulghum, assistant chief in 
the Extension Service's division of 
information, says the booklets are 
useful for handing out at community 
agricultural and home economics 
meetings, good to use in television 
programs staged by state and county 
home demonstration groups and for 
distribution to consumers from gro­ 
cery store shelves. 
The first series of six leaflets, on 
vegetables, was circulated about 
four months ago. About 150,000,000 
copies were distributed, and a re­ 
print has been ordered. Another 
series of six, on fruit, is now ready 
for distribution. The leaflets are 
obtainable free through state agri­ 
culture service». 
Suppose you are out to buy onions. 
If you want dry onions, look for 
the ones that are bright, clean, hard 
and well-shaped and that have dry 
skins. If you jvant green onions, look 
for the ones that are young, crisp, 
tender, that have fresh green tops, 
medium-sized necks and are white 
two or three inches from the root. 
In addition to this information, 
the leaflet on onions tells you that 
one pound of onions provides four 
half-cup servings when cooked. It 
suggests you plan to use one or 
more servings of leafy, green or 
yellow vegetables daily and reminds 
you that green onions are in this 
group. 
“Store green onions in the re­ 
frigerator and cover tight . . . dry 
onions, at room temperature or 
slightly cooler (60 to 70 degrees)’’ 
says the leaflet. “Cook onions, half 
or whole, in boiling salted water 
20 to 40 minutes.” Other vegetables 
leaflets tell how to choose and use 
snap beans, carrots, cabbage, po­ 
tatoes and tomatoes. 
The new fruit leaflets will advise 
you about oranges, apples, peaches, 
grapefruit, jjears and dried prunes. 


The easiest pie of all to prepare 
is one made with a graham cracker 
crust, a filling of sliced sweetened 
strawberries, and a topping of 
whipped cream. Save some of the 
ripest berries for a garnish.

Jam Session 
Suggestions 
Jams, preserves, marmalades, but­ 
ters and conserves. A brief review 
that should be helpful because some 
of these things tend to slip our 
minds from year to year. Commer­ 
cial pectin is often used nowadays. 
If you are adding pectin, follow 
carefully directions on the package. 
Otherwise, rogar amounts given 
here are recommended. Added pec­ 
tin always calls for more sugar. 
Best jam fruits are well-ripened, 
yet sound berries or soft-fleshed 
fruits like apricots, peaches and 
plums. Fruits for jam need to be 
rich in pectin and acid. If jam seems 
thin when ready to pour into jars, 
do not cook it longer. That may spoil 
the flavor and make it too thick. 
Jam thickens on cooling. Use *4 to 
% cup of sugar for each cup of pre­ 
pared fruit. 
Preserves are fruits or a mixture 
of fruits, either left whole or cut 
Into uniform pieces and cooked 
slowly in syrup until clear. The fruit 
should hold its shape yet be tender, 
clear and shiny. Some recipes tell 
you to add the sugar and let stand 
a while before cooking. This is so 
the sugar will extract the juice from 
the fruit and help to form syrup 
without addition of water, making 
the syrup thicker and richer. Use 1 
cup of sugar to each cup of fruit. 
Marmalades are made of whole 
small fruits or small pieces of fruit 
and cooked in syrup until fruit is 
clear and syrup like jelly. Fruits 
high in pectin are best for making 
marmalades. Citrus fruits with their 
peel are especially good. Use 1 cup 
of sugar for each cup of fruit and 
water combined. Marmalades should 
be cooked until thick enough to re­ 
main in place without spreading 
when a small amount is placed on 
a cool plate. Never recook it. 
Fruit butters are made by cooking 
fruit pulp with sugar and spices 
until it is thick and creamy. Fruits 
most often used are apples, apricots, 
grapes, peaches, pears, plums and 
quinces. Amount of sugar varies ac­ 
cording to taste from 14 cup to \ 
cup to each cup of fruit. 
Conserves are very much like jam 
but often are a mixture of fresh 
dried fruits combined with nutmeats, 
raisins and/or coconut. Nuts in con­ 
serves are usually better if added 
the last few minutes before remov­ 
ing from heat. They should be heat­ 
ed but not browned before adding.

Spoil Your Child The First 
Twelve Months Of His Life 
Many parents now are taking 
seríóusly my serious advice to try to 
spoil their babies during the first 12 
months of life. I'm glad they have. 
Every mother should try that. Tiny 
babies can’t learn enough to be 
really spoiled. The effort to antici­ 
pate their wants will give 'em a 
blessed sense of security and love. 
But I’ve been talking with two 
well-meaning couples whc’ve re­ 
versed themselves in the 13th 
month. With the first year past, 
each of these couples has parked 
their baby with relatives and gone 
off on a vacation. They've had fun. 
Then they have oomc home and 
found their wee ones have become 
nervous, tearful, sick little scaredy- 
cats. Very different babies from 
what they used to be. They've asked 
me why! 
The answer, of course, is that 
they deserted their babies. No wee 
one can take that. 
We see the same shocking change 
when tiny babies are put into an 
ordinary hospital, away from their

mothers. Not one hospital in a hun­ 
dred permits its mothers to move 
in with them. A few days alone in a 
hospital can undo the good results 
of months of loving care. Maybe In 
the years ahead hospitals will learn 
to pay attention to mental health 
of small patients. They certainly 
don't now. 
The point I'm trying to underline 
today is to go easy when introduc­ 
ing changes to little fellers. Go slow 
on weaning them from their 
mother’s breasts. Go slow with 
toilet training. Above all, go slow 
when breaking up the first-year 
habit of constant companionship 
with mother. 
Abrupt changes hurt babies. Slow, 
easy, gradual changes don’t. I can’t 
repeat that too often.

A. *Your husband is wrong. If 
you force your girl Into the water 
you may create a lifelong fear.

There are three marriages every 
minute somewhere in the United 
States, according to the latest sta­ 
tistics of the Institute of Life In 
surance. 
This marriage boom has been go­ 
ing on for some time, but the big 
rush in romance followed the out­ 
break of the Korean war last sum­ 
mer, just as it did during World 
War H. 
As the brides and grooms continue 
to rush up the aisle at the rate of 
more than a million and a half 
marriages per year, some notable 
changes are evident in the nation’s 
social set-up. 
• 
It seems, for instance, that at 
present there are more eligible bach­ 
elors running around loose than 
there are unmarried girls between 
the ages of 20 and 24. This, the 
statisticians explain, is because most 
of the current crop of brides are in 
that age group, while the bride­ 
grooms usually are a few years older. 
So, midway in 1951, only & third 
of all girls between 20 and 24 are 
unmarried, and only 15 percent of 
all women between 25 and 34. 
This provides a rare and unusual 
advantage for the girls, who have 
been bombarded with advice for 
years about how to catch a hus­ 
band, and who have been warned 
frequently that there aren’t enough 
men to go around.

This being the case, and always 
providing there is a choice, here are 
a few points the girls might consider 
when they go husband-shopping, 
just to be sure they get the like­ 


liest bargains the market offers; 
1—Does he spend a lot of money 
on clothes for himself? This is bad, 
because after marriage he probably 
will have the same ideas, and where 
will that leave your own clothes al­ 
lowance? 
2—Does he encourage the Dutch 
treat custom? This also is a poor 
omen for the girl who is hoping to 
be supported in idle luxury.

For red raspberry and lo­ 
ganberry jam, proceed as below, ex­ 
cept use 6)2 cups of sugar instead 
of the 7 recommended for other 
berries. We recommend the short- 
boil, pectin-added method which 
saves time, energy and quantity 
since you do not wait for the product 
to “boil down.” 
. 4 cups (2 pounds) prepared fruit 
7 cups (3 pounds) sugar 
Vz bottle fruit pectin 


To prepare fruit, crush completely, 
one layer at a time, about 2 quarts 
fully ripe berries. If desired, sieve 
half the pulp. Measure 4 cups pulp 
into large saucepan. 
To make jam. Add sugar to fruit 
in saucepan and mix well. Place over 
high heat; bring to full rolling boil 
and boil hard 1 minute, stirring con­ 
stantly. Remove from heat and at 
once stir in bottled pectin. Then stir 
and skim by turns for 5 minutes to 
cool slightly, to prevent floating 
fruit. Ladle quickly into glasses. 
Paraffin at once. Makes about 10 
six-ounce glasses.

Preserves are fruits or a mixture 
of fruits, either left whole or cut 
into uniform pieces and cooked 
slowly in syrup until clear. The fruit 
should hold its shape yet be tender, 
clear and shiny.

This is so 
the sugar will extract the juice from 
the fruit and help to form syrup 
without addition of water, making 
the syrup thicker and richer.

Time will tell whether the current trend 
toward closing public offices and business 
houses is a good thing. 
Of the existence of the trend there is no 
doubt. 
In recent days the ready-mix cement 
plants of the county announced their decision 
to remain closed Saturdays as did all banks, 
save one chain. 
Several months ago the post 
office ceased its Saturday service and this week 
the county gave notice that courthouse offices 
will be closed on Saturdays, starting next 
month. 
Fred Bagshaw, chairman of the board of 
supervisors which decreed Saturday plosing 
for the courthouse, expressed the view that 
commuters who previously were able to trans­ 
act county business only on Saturday mornings 
will hereafter be able to get to the courthouse 
before 6 p. m. on Friday. 
(Like the banks, the 
county coupled its Saturday closing with exten­ 
sion of business hours to 6 p. m. on Fridays.) 
We are inclined to doubt Bagshaw*! conten­ 
tion. 
A commuter who works until 4:30 or 
5 in the city will find it quite difficult if not 
impossible to reach the courthouse in San 
Rafael before 6. 
And the same applies to 
banks and post offices throughout the county. 


And the working man who wants to get a 
yard or two of ready-mix# concrete or some 


related building material on Saturday for a 
week end project at home faces a like problem. 


But we must not be too hasty in criticising 
the county, the banks or the ready-mix people. 
They have their problems, too. 
We rather 
imagine that the people who used to crowd into 
banks on Saturday morning comprised what 
often is described as "the little man." 
H is 
bank transaction is small and—from the bank’s 
standpoint—relatively unprofitable. 
It could 
just as well be handled by mail. 


Since building contractors usually shut down 
their operations on Saturdays, the building 
material suppliers probably didn’t do any 
great volume of business then, either. 


In the broader view, Saturday closing is 
probably only a continuation of the trend over 
the past couple of decades which have seen 
retail store hours shrink steadily from day­ 
break openings to the present-day practice of 
9 to 10 o’clock opening. And the hours have 
been shortened similarly on the other end of 
the business day. 
In the past the public has in time adjusted 
itself to the gradual change and undoubtedly 
will do the same with regard to Saturday clos­ 
ings, although we can expect ruffled feathers 
in some quarters for awhile.

There is no 
doubt at all that the Soviet empire 
would now be absorbing the first 
important fragments of a disarmed 
Western world, if Korea had not 
put an end to what may be called 
the Louis Johnson era of Ameri­ 
can and European policy making, 


SECOND, HOWEVER, the Mas­ 
ters of the Kremlin have now rad­ 
ically adapted their tactics* to the 
changed 
world 
situation. 
And 
there are a great many reasons to 
doubt whether the Western lead­ 
ers are any better prepared to meet 
these new Soviet tactics, than they 
were prepared for the sudden chal­ 
lenge of the Korean aggression. 
The most vivid illustration of 
this Western unpreparedness is the 
crisis in Iran, whose inner serious­ 
ness is not fully acknowledged, 
even today, either in London or tn 
Washington. The probable course 
of events in Iran is now lament- 
predictable.

THE BRITISH AND American 
policy makers will go on hoping 
that the irrational Iranian Prime 
Minister, Dr. Mohammed Mossa­ 
degh, will somehow come to “see 
reason,” until the expropriation of 
the British oil interest is a fully 
accomplished fact. The British will 
then retaliate by applying eco­ 
nomic sanctions, cutting off the 
oil revenues on which the Iranian 
government lives. The chief result 
will be to stop the pay of the al­ 
ready feeble Iranian Army and po­ 
lice. And with the sole serious op­ 
position 
thus 
conveniently 
re­ 
moved, 
the 
Communist 
Tudeh 
party, the only hard organization 
in Iran, will thereupon seize power 
from the distracted Iranian na­ 
tionalists. 
This outcome is not yet inevit­ 
able, of course. Dr. Mossadegh and 
his friends may yet come to their 
senses, although they have osten­ 
tatiously refused to do so thus far. 
Or the Americans and British may 
jointly succeed in persuading the 
Shah of Iran to give his country 
the only kind of government that 
makes sense—a tough reform re­ 
gime on the Turkish pattern of 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha—although 
the British alone have already 
tried this and failed. 


YET THE LIKELIHOOD of ft 
grave outcome in Iran is proven 
by the private understanding be­ 
tween London and Washington, 
that if the Tudeh party in fact be­ 
gins to take over, the British will 
receive American support for a 


troop movement Into the southern 
Iranian oil region. Unhappily, the 
chances *are that it will then be 
too late for strong measures to 
save anything from the wreck. 
The truth is that since the be­ 
ginning of the Iranian crisis, the 
Western powers have been behind 
the game, and the Masters of the 
Kremlin have made the running in 
Iran through the Tudeh. For ex­ 
ample, when this reporter saw Dr. 
Mossadegh in April, Mossadegh 
had not the faintest intention of 
proceeding to take over the British 
oil properties immediately. But the 
wave of strikes and disorders or­ 
ganized by the Tudeh then drove 
Mossadegh to immediate action. 
And so the British and American 
policy makers were brusquely de­ 
prived of “the time that would heal 
all things,” which they had been 
smugly counting on. 


THE FURTHER TRUTH is that 
we cannot comfort ourselves be­ 
cause the Masters of the Kremlin 
will need some years to exploit 
Iran’s oil for their own benefit. 
The simple loss of the Iranian oil 
resource will knock galley west 
the precarious equilibrium of the 
British economy, which has been 
achieved by such bitter self-denial. 
(How to cover the expected new 
British dollar deficit is, in fact, 
already being discussed in London 
and Washington.) Simultaneously, 
a Soviet triumph in Iran will have 
the widest repercussions through­ 
out the whole disordered Middle 
East. And the combined influence 
of these developments will in turn 
alter the vital strategic balance in 
the eastern Mediterranean. 
Those consequences of the Iran­ 
ian trouble, long ago forecast in 
reports from the scene in this 
space, may now come to pass in 
one or two or three month’s time. 
If this sort of outcome in Iran is 
not somehow averted, the result 
will be a material upset in the 
world balance of power. But the 
process will not end there. 


THE UPSET IN the world power 
balance will in turn diminish the 
Western alliance’s 'power to' resist 
Soviet pressure, both by ita local 
effects and by generally spreading 
discouragement and demoraliza­ 
tion. And it will also encourage the 
Masters of the Kremlin to press 
their new advantage, by making 
further moves somewhere else. In 
short, the kind of defeat that now 
threatens in Iran will inevitably 
lead onwards to new challenges, 
which will be still harder to' meet. 
Yet if these new challenges are not 
met, the result will be even more 
serious defeats. 
From all these bleak facts, the 
pattern of the revised Soviet tac­ 
tics all too clearly emerges. The 
frontal attack in Korea has been a 
failure. Hfnce the masters of the 
Kremlin have gone over to a dif­ 
ferent system of offensives directed 
against the soft, vulnerable flanks 
of the Western allies. The first of­ 
fensive is aimed at the politically 
chaotic, 
economically 
backward 
former colonial countries, like Iran. 
And there are other similar of­ 
fensives now being developed by 
the Kremlin, which will be exam­ 
ined in subsequent reports.

And how we make out 
in that remains to be seen. 
Why the Russians and Chinese 
were willing to call off the shoot­ 
ing just now can only be guessed. 
Certainly, the Chinese had suf­ 
fered enormous losses and were 
losing face in Asia.

It was a good place to test the 
United States, to see how far it 
was willing to go to stop com­ 
munism. If it didn’t move into 
Korea, the rest of the world would 
lose faith in this country, thus 
making communist conquests else­ 
where easier. 
This country not only went into 
Korea but brought its allies along. 
Worse, for Russia, the U.S. and its 
allies in Europe began to arm 
against Russia, 
The U.S. went halfway toward a 
wartime footing. The shock of 
Korea speeded up its arms pro­ 
gram by many months, a great ad­ 
vantage if war with Russia itself 
broke out. 
And, again worse for Russia, the 
mood of this country darkened as 
the Korean fighting went on, 
showing this country was willing, 
If necessary, to make much fiercer 
war, even if it meant war with 
Russia, as toe senate inquiry into 
the firing of General Mac Arthur 
showed. 


WHILE THE GENERAL WAS 
ail for making the fiercer war now, 
toe Truman administration held 
back, hoping it could be avoided 
through some kind of peace to Ko­ 
rea. This realization provided the 
Russians with a good psychological 
time for suggesting ciase-flre. 
They could expec| toe Truman 
administration to welcome 
the 
peace offer since the administra­ 
tion could claim its policy in Korea 
was vindicated. The Russians could 
expect the rest oí toe UB. to wel- 
eome peace, too, 


There never has been great en­ 
thusiasm in this country for the 
Korean war. The Americans un­ 
dertook it as a moral obligation 
and extreme measure, since Korea 
is so distant, of self-protection 
against communist expansion. 
Ail in all, it wasn’t a bad time 
for the Russians to suggest cease­ 
fire in Korea. Blocked there tem­ 
porarily, they can push elsewhere. 
It’s unlikely they’ll stop pushing. 
Having learned a lesson in Korea, 
next time they may try internal 
overthrow again, instead of at­ 
tack. 


AND f o r t h e f o l l o w in g 
reasons cease-fire in Korea may 
not only benefit the Russians but 
help them undo some of the dam­ 
age they suffered in Korea: 
If this country and its allies, 
yearning for life as usual, slow up 
in re-arming; if this country and 
its allies, pretty well united now, 
quarrel among themselves, weak­ 
ening their alliance against Rus­ 
sia. Such a split might come in a 
dispute over Korean peace terms. 
After six months of peace —if 
Russia moves elsewhere, short of 
armed attack—this country’s pres­ 
ent angry mood may have softened, 
making it less willing to Intervene 
than it would be now. 
An election year is coming up. 
Americans, particularly their poli­ 
ticians, may be so divided on for­ 
eign polidy that the Russians can 
help themselves to gravy while we 
try to make up our minds on what 
to do and how to do It. 
And if through poor planning 
and bad foresight the economy of 
the U.S. and its allies is weakened 
by inflation, the Russians will win 
another round without firing a 
shot.

Fresh and frozen fish from nearby 
waters are plentiful in excellent va­ 
riety at reasonable prices. Get ac­ 
quainted with some new varieties 
from time to time. 


Among dairy products, cottage 
cheese and buttermilk are plentiful, 
reasonable and might weir be used 
more often for good health values. 
Nonfat dry milk solids are readily 
available and represent important 
savings when you get acquainted 
with them. Directions on the pack­ 
age suggest many economical uses. 


Canned foods departments are 
likely to offer special buys on can­ 
ned tuna, canned citrus juices and 
canned applesauce. When you see 
them, stock up. Honey is another 
spotlighted good value.

Closings Are A Good Thing

Time will tell whether the current trend 
toward dewing public olficei and business 
houses is a good thing. 
Of the existence of the trend there is no 
doubt. 
In recent days the read)-mix cement 
plants of the county announced their decision 
to remain dosed Saturdays as did all banks, 
save one chain. 
Several months ago the post 
oil ice ceased its Saturday sen ice and this week 
the county gave notice that courthouse offices 
will be dosed on Saturdays, starting next 
month. 
Fred Bagshaw, chairman of the board of 
supervisors which decreed Saturday closing 
for the courthouse, expressed the view that 
commuters who previously were able to trans­ 
act county business only on Saturday mornings 
will hereafter be able to get to the courthouse 
before 6 p. m. on Friday. 
(Like the banks, the 
county coupled its Saturday dosing with exten­ 
sion of business houn to 6 p. m. on Fridays.) 
We arc indined to doubt Bagshaw’s conten­ 
tion. 
A commuter who works until 4:50 or 
5 in the city will find it quite difficult if not 
impossible to reach the courthouse in San 
Rafael before 6. 
And the same applies to 
banks and post offices throughout the county. 


And the working man who wants to get a 
yard or two of ready-mix# concrete or some 


related building material on Saturday for a 
week end project at home faces a like problem. 


But we must not be too hasty in criticising 
the county, the banks or the ready-mix people. 
They have their problems, too. 
We rather 
imagine that the people who used to crowd into 
banks on Saturday morning comprised what 
often is described as “the little man/* 
His 
bank transaction is small and-from the bank's 
standpoint—relatively unprofitable. 
It could 
just as wdl be handled by mail. 


Since building contractors usually shut down 
their operations on Saturdays, the building 
material suppliers probably didn’t do any 
great volume of business then, either. 


In the broader view, Saturday dosing is 
probably only a continuation of the trend over 
the past couple of decades which have seen 
retail store hours shrink steadily from day­ 
break openings to the present-day practice of 
9 to 10 o’dock opening. And the hours have 
been shortened similarly on the other end of 
the business day. 


In the past the public has in time adjusted 
itsdf to the gradual change and undoubtedly 
will do the same with regard to Saturday clos­ 
ings, although we can expect ruffled feathers 
in some quarters for awhile.

T he situation w as discovered, Kuchel states, 
by à just-completed ‘‘intensive check of infor­ 
mation contained in source-retums** filed by 
employers and other payers, against individual 
returns filed for 1949. 
Delinquent lists, Mr. 
Kuchel emphasized, have been forwarded to 
field offices **with instructions to the agents to 
dear up all years of tax avoidance with those 
who failed to file or pay. 


“The state,” Kuchel dedared, “owes a duty 
to the taxpayer who voluntarily complies with 
the tax laws and shoulders his fair share of 
the burdens of government, and that duty is 
to enforce the collection of taxes on those who 
would avoid it. T o do otherwise would place 
a premium on delinquency/* 


Taxes, certainly, are high enough and place 
suffident strain on the average householder 
without his having to carry the load for the

Russ Korea Failure 
Will Bring New 


Threats Elsewhere 


By JOSEPH ALSOP 
AVON, Conn.—Here in Connec­ 
ticut, in the green peace of a farm 
in a quiet valley, is not a bad place 
to take stock after a long expedi­ 
tion of inquiry in Europe and the 
Middle East. In this stock taking, 
two points especially strike this re­ 
porter. The first U the brilliant 
success of our venture in Korea, 
which has now been proven by the 
desire of the Masters of the Krem­ 
lin to cry quits there. 
The real gain in Korea has not 
been local: indeed it could be most 
clearly seen in Europe. In Korea, 
in fact, we totally disrupted a 
Soviet program of world conquest 
that seemed, only a year ago, to 
be almost unbeatable. There is no 
doubt at all that the Soviet empire 
would now be absorbing the first 
important fragments of a disarmed 
Western world, if Korea had not 
put an end to what may be called 
the Louis Johnson era of Ameri­ 
can and European policy making. 


SECOND, HOWEVER, the Mas­ 
ters of the Kremlin have now rad­ 
ically adapted their tactics' to the 
changed 
world 
situation. 
And 
there are a great many reasons to 
doubt whether the Western lead­ 
ers are any better prepared to meet 
these new Soviet tactics, than they 
were prepared for the sudden chal­ 
lenge of the Korean aggression. 
The most vivid illustration of 
this Western unpreparedness is the 
crisis in Iran, whose inner serious­ 
ness is not fully acknowledged, 
even today, either in London or in 
Washington. The probable course 
of events in Iran is now lament­ 
ably predictable. 


THE BRITISH AND American 
policy makers will go on hoping 
that the irrational Iranian Prime 
Minister, Dr. Mohammed Mossa­ 
degh, will somehow come to “see 
reason,” until the expropriation of 
the British oil Interest is a fully 
accomplished fact. The British will 
then retaliate by applying eco­ 
nomic sanctions, cutting off the 
oil revenues on which the Iranian 
government lives. The chief result 
will be to stop the pay of the al­ 
ready feeble Iranian Army and po­ 
lice. And with the sole serious op­ 
position thus conveniently re­ 
moved, the Communist Tudeh 
party, the only hard organization 
in Iran, will thereupon seize power 
from the distracted Iranian na­ 
tionalists. 
This outcome is not yet inevit­ 
able, of course. Dr. Mossadegh and 
hia friends may yet come to their 
senses, although they have osten­ 
tatiously refused to do so thus far. 
Or the Americans and British may 
jointly succeed in persuading the 
Shah of Iran to give his country 
the only kind of government that 
makes sense—a tough reform re­ 
gime on the Turkish pattern of 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha—although 
the British alone have already 
tried this and failed. 


YET THE LIKELIHOOD of a 
grave outcome in Iran is proven 
by the private understanding be­ 
tween London and Washington, 
that if the Tudeh party in fact be­ 
gins to take over, the British will 
receive American support for a 


troop movement into the southern 
Iranian oil region. Unhappily, the 
chances »are that it will then be 
too late for strong measures to 
save anything from the wreck. 
The truth is that since the be­ 
ginning of the Iranian crisis, the 
Western powers have been behind 
the game, and the Masters of the 
Kremlin have made the running in 
Iran through the Tudeh. For ex­ 
ample, when this reporter saw Dr. 
Mossadegh in April, Mossadegh 
had not the faintest intention of 
proceeding to take over the British 
oil properties immediately. But the 
wave of strikes and disorders or­ 
ganized by the Tudeh then drove 
Mossadegh to immediate action. 
And so the British and American 
policy makers were brusquely de­ 
prived of’“the time that would heal 
all things," which they had been 
smugly counting on. 


THE FURTHER TRUTH is that 
we cannot comfort ourselves be­ 
cause the Masters of the Kremlin 
will need some years to exploit 
Iran’s oil for their own benefit. 
The simple loss of the Iranian oil 
resource will knock galley west 
the precarious equilibrium of the 
British economy, which has been 
achieved by such bitter self-denial. 
(How to cover the expected new 
British dollar deficit is, in fact, 
already being discussed in London 
and Washington.) Simultaneously, 
a Soviet triumph in Iran will have 
the widest repercussions through­ 
out the whole disordered Middle 
East. And the combined influence 
of these developments will in turn 
alter the vital strategic balance in 
the eastern Mediterranean. 
Those consequences of the Iran­ 
ian trouble, long ago forecast in 
reports from the scene in this 
space, may now come to pass in 
one or two or three month's time. 
If this sort of outcome in Iran is 
not somehow averted, the result 
will be a material upset in the 
world balance of power. But the 
process will not end there. 


THE UPSET IN the world power 
balance will in turn diminish the 
Western alliance’s power to resist 
Soviet pressure, both by ita local 
effects and by generally spreading 
discouragement and demoraliza­ 
tion. And it win also encourage the 
Masters of the Kremlin to press 
their new advantage, by making 
further moves somewhere else. In 
short, the kind of defeat that now 
threatens in Iran will inevitably 
lead onwards to new challenges, 
which will be still harder to meet. 
Yet if these new challenges are not 
met, the result will be even more 
serious defeats. 
From all these bleak facts, the 
pattern of the revised Soviet tac­ 
tics all too clearly emerges. The 
frontal attack in Korea has been a 
failure. Hence the masters of the 
Kremlin have gone over to a dif­ 
ferent system of offensives directed 
against the soft, vulnerable flanks 
of the Western allies. The first of­ 
fensive U timed at the politically 
chaotic, 
economically backward 
former colonial countries, like Iran. 
And there are other similar of­ 
fensives now being developed by 
the Kremlin, which will be exam­ 
ined in subsequent reports.

The Ford Motor Co. will be send­ 
ing 70 students to college next fall, 
Keying tuition and a cash allow­ 
ance for living expenses for four 
years and also plunking $500 in the 
kitty of priavtely endowed colleg« 
or universities for each scholarship 
winner in attendance. Applicants 
must rank near the top in high 
school and In scholastic aptitude 
tests of the college entrance ex­ 
amination board. 
Allis - Chalmers Manufacturing 
Co. gives ten $500 four-year schol­ 
arships each year. 
Continental Oil Co. also gives 
ten $600 four-year grants.

WASHINGTON (/P) — Cease-fire 
in Korea will be only a pause in 
the bigger struggle with Russia. 
Anyone who looks for an end to 
that one in the foreseeable future 
is suffering the grand illusion. 
Some kind of peace may be re­ 
stored in Korea and w*e. may be 
able to claim we did what we set 
out to do: stop the communist ag­ 
gression south of the 38th parallel. 
But it’s too soon to bank on 
peace even in Korea. For once a 
cease-fire is agreed on, if it’s 
agreed on, there may be months 
of haggling. And how we make out 
in that remains to be seen. 
Why the Russians and Chinese 
were willing to call off the shoot­ 
ing just now can only be guessed. 
Certainly, the Chinese had suf­ 
fered enormous losses and were 
losing face in Asia. 


RUSSIA HAD SUFFERED dam­ 
age in Korea, too. Until Korea, 
communism had taken over coun­ 
try after country from the inside. 
Through greed to take all Asia in 
a hurry, or arrogance in the be­ 
lief the west didn’t dare move, the 
communists decided that in Korea 
they’d attack for the first time. 
It was a good place to test the 
United States, to see how far it 
was willing to go to stop com­ 
munism. If it didn’t move into 
Korea, the rest of the world would 
lose faith in this country, thus 
making communist conquests else­ 
where easier. 
This country not only went into 
Korea but brought its allies along. 
Worse, for Russia, the UB. and its 
allies in Europe began to arm 
against Russia. 
The U.S. went halfway toward a 
wartime footing. The shock of 
Korea speeded up its arms pro­ 
gram by many months, a great ad­ 
vantage if war with Russia itself 
broke out 
And. again worse for Russia, the 
mood of this country darkened as 
the Korean fighting went on, 
showing this country was willing, 
if necessary, to make much fiercer 
war, even If it meant war with 
Russia, as the senate inquiry into 
the firing of General Mac Arthur 
showed. 


WHILE THE GENERAL WAS 
all for making the fiercer war now, 
the Truman administration held 
back, hoping it could be avoided 
through some kind of peace in Ko­ 
rea. This realization provided the 
Russians with a good psychological 
time for suggesting cease-fire. 
They oould expecfc the Truman 
administration to welcome the 
peace offer since the administra­ 
tion could claim its policy in Korea 
was vindicated. The Russians oould 
expect the rest of the UB. to wel­ 
come peace, too. 


There never has been great en­ 
thusiasm in this country for the 
Korean war. The Americans un­ 
dertook it as a moral obligation 
and extreme measure, since Korea 
is so distant, of self-protection 
against communist expansion. 
All in all, it wasn’t a bad time 
for the Russians to suggest cease­ 
fire in Korea. Blocked there tem­ 
porarily, they can push elsewhere. 
It’s unlikely they’ll stop pushing. 
Having learned a lesson in Korea, 
next time they may try internal 
overthrow again, instead of at­ 
tack. 


AND for the following 
reasons cease-fire in Korea may 
not only benefit the Russians but 
help them undo some of the dam­ 
age they suffered in Korea: 
If this country and its allies, 
yearning for life as usual, slow up 
in re-arming: if this country and 
its allies, pretty well united now, 
quarrel among themselves, weak­ 
ening their alliance against Rus­ 
sia. Such a split might come in a 
dispute over Korean peace terms. 
After six months of peace— if 
Russia moves elsewhere, short of 
armed attack—this country’s pres­ 
ent angry mood may have softened, 
making it less willing to Intervene 
than it would be now. 
An election year is coming up. 
Americans, particularly their poli­ 
ticians, may be so divided on for­ 
eign polidy that the Russians can 
help themselves to gravy while we 
try to make up our minds on what 
to do and how to do it. 
And If through poor planning 
and bad foresight the economy of 
the U.S. and its allies is weakened 
by inflation, the Russians will win 
another round without firing a 
shot. 


(Ed. Note: We’ve noticed the 
same thing ourselves in recent 
months and disregard of signals 
isn’t confined to truck driver». We 
can recall having seen a Grey­ 
hound bus run through the red 
light at Greenbrae not long ago 
and one can see a passenger car 
run a light somewhere in the coun­ 
ty almost any day. It’s time that 
all traffic officers conducted a 
general crackdown on the prac­ 
tice.)

City Manager Ray Boege said to­ 
day there were three persons kill­ 
ed in San Rafael in 1949, and only 
two in ’950. He credited the High­ 
way 101 overpass with aiding in the 
low number of fatal accidents. 
Boege is busy preparing the an­ 
nual budget and Mayor Ed Culver 
was also unable to be present to re­ 
ceive the city's award today. 


Marin Men On

SAN FRANCISCO (U.R)—Brewery 
company president William P. Baker 
died yesterday on a fishing trip.

Book Circulation 
At M. V. Library 
Shows 8,000 Gain 
Book circulation at the Mil! Val­ 
ley Public Library increased by a 
little more than 8,000 in the past 
year, according to tub annual re­ 
port submitted at the meeting of 
the library board this week. 
Last year’s circulation amounted 
to about 67,000. This year, the fig­ 
ure reached 75,603. Book stock of 
the library now amounts to 20,764 
volumes. 
Trustee Harold Muller, whose 
term expired in June, and who has 
tendered his resignation from the 
library board for reasons of busi­ 
ness, has not yet been replaced. It 
is expected that Mayor Harrison 
Leppo will soon appoint a member 
to fill the vacancy on the board. 


“Look at the increase in popula­ 
tion already," he pointed out, “and 
well have more when the Bon Air 
apartments are rented and the Ma­ 
rin General hospital is opened. 
“The only answer I can see is de­ 
livery service and later an enlarged 
post office." 
- Bystrom was appointed acting 
postmaster last week to fill the va­ 
cancy created when Frank Kirby 
resigned to open a liquor store with 
George Yates. 
“There are a few problems to be 
worked out yet such as meeting a 
requirement for minimum of side­ 
walks and too many dead-end streets 
but I think we could make the 
grade," he declared. 
Citing an example of the need for 
the delivery service, Bystrom esti­ 
mated about 15,000 pieces of mail 
arrived in Larkspur each week for 
delivery to residents fend must be 
picked up at one small postal win­ 
dow. And outgoing mail amounted 
to about 10,000 pieces each week, he 
added. 
“During a rush hour,” Bystrom 
commented, “we’re overcrowded and 
can’t give rapid service.” 
But the postal official added he 
based his entire hopes on the 
amount of funds available for postal 
expansion in Washington, 
He was certain, however, if he re­ 
ceived a permanent appointment he 
would forward to Washington all re­ 
quests from residents with a person­ 
al endorsement favoring delivery 
service. 
Asked where he would like to see 
a new post office built in Larkspur, 
Bystrom listed a vacant lot on Mag­ 
nolia avenue between buildings 


housing Gilardi’s Catering service 
and Kirby and Yates liquor store. 
“It would provide larger working 
areas" he exclaimed, “and better 
facilities for receiving and deliv­ 
ering mail." 
At the present time three assist­ 
ants are assigned to the Larkspur 
post off ice. 
A permanent appointment for By­ 
strom will be delayed until he is or­ 
dered to take an examination for the 
position or Postmaster General Jesse 
Donaldson make an official appoint­ 
ment. 
The acting postmaster, whose ex­ 
perience includes ten years* service 
with the main post office in San 
Francisco, listed himself as a Demo­ 
crat. He has lived in Larkspur four 
years. 
During World War H he served 
with the Air Corps spending 19 
months in China-Burma-India the­ 
atre and about two more years at 
Air Force bases in the UB. 
He and his wife are the parents 
of three-year-old Sharon Lee By­ 
strom.

Book Circulation 
At M. V. Library 
Shows 8,000 Gain 


Book circulation at the Mil! Val­ 
ley Public Library increased by a 
little mere than 8,000 in the past 
year, according to the annual re­ 
port submitted at the meeting of 
the library board this week. 
Last year’s circulation amounted 
to about 67,000. This year, the fig­ 
ure reached 75,603. Book stock of 
the library now amounts to 20,764 
volumes.

He was certain, however, if he re­ 
ceived a permanent appointment he 1 
would forward to Washington all re­ 
quests from residents with a person- j 
al endorsement favoring delivery; 
service.

A permanent appointment for By­ 
strom will be delayed until he la or­ 
dered to take an examination for the 
position or Postmaster General Jesse 
Donaldson make an official appoint­ 
ment. 
The acting postmaster, whose ex­ 
perience includes ten years* service 
with the main post office in San 
Francisco, listed himself as a Demo­ 
crat. He has lived in Larkspur four 
years.
